MEMORANDUM FOR 

GENERAL WEYAND 


In addition to the very detailed logistics status data contained in the 
excellent Book II prepared for our party, we would like to have prior 
to our departure the best available responses to the following broad 
logistical questions. 

Assumption: That there will be a settlement which would become effective 
in the next three months which would prohibit reinforcement in the form 
of arms, munition and other war materials. It would be understood, how- 
ever, that war material, arms and munitions whichhave been destroyed, 
damaged, worn out, or used upaafter the cessation of hostilities could be 
replaced on the basis of piece for piece of the same type and characteristics . 

Questions 


1. What would be the impact on overall RVNAF capability if all 
major equipment deliveries were to be terminated except as outlined 
above. Response should cover effect on each element of B V? A F. It 
should also include the estimated effect on overall C«V> : defense posture. 


2. What specific new items of equipment currently programmed for 
delivery but not yet in- country would bo affected by a settlement which 
contains the kinds of restrictions as outlined above. 


3. Are any of the items in Question 2 above available for crash 
delivery in anticipation of ansettlement or are there adequate substitutions 
which should be considered for crash delivery? 'n these circumstances, 
items for consideration should not be constrained by the inability of the 
RVh.’AF to operate or maintain them immediately. 
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4. Assuming that there would be an additional mutual agreement 
terminating the flow of expendable supplies especially of ammunition 
and POL. what would be the overall impact on our RVNAF ability to 
conduct military operations at varying levels of duration and intensity. 


5. Are there in-country production or rebuild capabilities and whai 
lead times are necessary to provide such capabilities in key equipment 
and supply areas.
